must pay their poll ta x es or their hus­ 
bands should pay them for them, is 
discussed in a pamphlet sent out by 
Sta te Comptroller Lon .A. Smith to 
County Tax 
As.sessor J im 
Darwin 
and tax a ssessors throughout Tex as. 
Many sides of the poll ta x question 
are taken up. 
{1) The husband wouH 
not be justified in refusing to swear 
to his rendition of community proper­ 
ty for ta x es because the tax assessor 
has placed thereon the a ssessment of 
a poll ta x a g a inst the w'ife. 
(2) It 
would not be improper for the hus­ 
band to render community property 
without his or his w ife’s poll ta x be­ 
ing listed thereon and for the a.sses- 
sor to enter thereon 
the poll 
ta x 
a g a inst both husband and wife, or 
either, if they or either of them are 
subject to payment of poll ta x es.. (31 
Duty of a ssessor is to ascertain fa cts 
determining those subject to poll tax 
payment 
and 
then 
a ssess 
aga inst 
them. 
(4) The provision of the 
sta tutes regarding a ssessm ents does 
not apply to poll tax es- the payment 
of poll ta x es a t the time a citizen 
pays his other ta x es being only a mat 
ter of 
convenience. 
(5) It is legal 
however, for the a ssessor to a ssess a 
poll ta x a g a inst 
both 
husband and 
wife on the same inventory as com­ 
munity property tax es. 
(6) TTie poll 
tax so 
assessed 
ag a inst each 
(the 
husband and w ife) or either of them, 
they being subject thereto would con­ 
stitute a lien in favor of the sta te 
and county a g a inst such pi-operty, ex ­ 
cept the homestead, to secure pa y­ 
ment of such ta x es. (7 ) There is no 
lav’ in this sta te and no ruling of 
the comptroller 
that 
requires any 
person to make oath to the rendition 
or the a ssessment of his or her poll 
ta x as such. 
(8 ) Each person is re­ 
quired to swear to his or her prop­ 
erty rendition for tax es but there is 
no sta tute requiring tha t the rendi­ 
tion or assessm ent of a poll ta x , as 
such, be sw’orn to. 
(9) 
The husband 
is rot justified in refusing to swear 
to rendition of his community proper­ 
ty merely because the ta x a ssessor 
had placed theren the a ssessm ent of a 
pell ta x against his wife. 
If the wife 
is not subiect to a poll ta x the hus­ 
band can have her poll tax elim ina t­ 
ed. 
(10) 
Th" ta x ;.sscSSor can per­ 
mit the husba ;d to "ex der his com- 
nr.jnity property w ithiut the poll tax 
of the' wife being listed upon the in­ 
ventory of his pr T eilv and the a s­ 
sessor can thereafter list the w ife’s 
poll ta x 0 1 the husb:ird’s inventor>'. 
Si’ch pi'occdure wild not invalidate 
either the property or the assessment 
of the wif'e poll tax . 
(11) It would 
be iriproi>cr for the h'sband to swear 
rendition of his community pwperty 
without either his or his w ife’s poll 
tax being lilted thereon- and for the 
a ssessor to poll tax both husband and 
wife- or either of them. 
(12) It is 
the duty of the assessor to see in per­ 
son each inhabitant, either him self or 
by deputy and determine if such per­ 
son should be tax ed. 
He must j^tit his 
information 
on 
tax ing 
of persons 
from reliable sources. 
(13) In such 
case the poll ta x should be so a s­ 
sessed irrespei'tive of whether such 
person has ever voted, 
or cares 
to 
vote, or is even entitled to vote. 
The 
IKill tax is levied upon both men and 
women and that one’s liability for th-e 
payment of same is entirely aside and 
irrespective of the right or desire to 
vote.

The question of whether women 
must pay their poll taxes or their hus­ 
bands should pay them for them, is 
discussed in a pamphlet sent out by 
State Comptroller Lon A. Smith to 
County Tax Assessor Jim Darwin 
and tax assessors throughout Texas. 
Many sides of the poll tax question 
are taken up. 
(I) The husband would 
not be justified in refusing to swear 
to his rendition of community proper* 
ty for taxes because the tax assessor 
has placed thereon the assessment of 
a poll tax against the wife. 
(2) It 
would not be improper for the hus­ 
band to render community property 
without his or his wife’s poll tax be­ 
ing listed thereon and for the asses­ 
sor to enter thereon 
the poll 
tax 
against both husband and wife, or 
either, if they or either of them ar® 
subject to payment of poll taxes.. (31 
Duty of assessor is to ascertain facts 
determining those subject to poll tax 
payment and then assess against 
them. 
(4) The provision of the 
statutes regarding assessments does 
not apply to poll taxes- the payment 
of poll taxes at the time a citizen 
pays his other taxes being only a mat 
ter of convenience. 
(5) It is legal 
however, for the assessor to assess a 
poll tax against both 
husband and 
wife on the same inventory as com­ 
munity property taxes. 
(6) The poll 
tax so 
assessed against each 
(the 
husband and wife) or either of them, 
they being subject thereto would ,-on- 
stitute a lien in favor of the state 
and county against such property, ex­ 
cept the homestead, to secure pay­ 
ment of such taxes.

OLD SETTLER TELLS 


OF OLD DAYS WHEN 


BRYAN "GOT MOODY" 


OLD AT 90 OR 
.V0UNCAT60? 


The good rain which fell in Bryan 
early Wednesday morning may rornin** ( 
many old settlers of the city and oi [ 
Brazos County that it was only a few 
years ago that teams bogged up in the 
mud on Main Street of Bryan when 
it rained heavily. 
“I remember dis­ 
tinctly say 20 to 25 years ago when 
it was a common sight to see a farm 
wagon draw’n by two horses would 
get stuck’ 
in the 
mud 
on Main 
Street,” said Mr. M. R. Phillip s, <4 
years “young”, who has resided in 
this city for over 25 years. 
“On a 
day like this* with the ground soak, 
ing wet the p lanters fvom the Brazos 
bottom p lantations used to be forced 
to unload their wagons, coming from 
Bryan w’ith sup p lies* reload the stuff 
on mules and get it home mule-hack, 
leaving their wago;os axle-deep in the 
mud. 
“The p eop le of this day can hard­ 
ly ap p reciate what a blessing good 
gravel roads are,” he said. “The com­ 
ing of the automobile 
has 
wrrought 
wonders for the farm ers 
has done 
more for them than for anyone else, 
I believe. 
Y'ou can hardly find a far- 
m.er nowadays who has no automobile. 
Why I can remeber when we used to 
p low in Brazos county all day with 
one ox. 
We used to haul cotton to 
Bryan with a yoke of oxen and cover 
only twelve miles a day. 
The times 
arc growing quicker and motorists 
think nothing of covering 70 and 100 
miles in one day. 
Those were the 
hap p y days!” 
The city of Bryan has about four 
and one-half miles of p aved streets 
at p resent* of the 40 miles of streets 
within the city limits. The first p av­ 
ed street was Main Stivet* first p aved 
in 1913, followed by the p aving of the 
side streets leading to it. 
There are

The good rain which fell in Bryan 
early Wednesday morning may ramie1* j 
many old settlers of the city and of J 
Brazos County that it was only a few 
years ago that teams bogged up in the 
mud on Main Street of Bryan when 
it rained heavily. 
“I remember dis­ 
tinctly say 20 to 25 years ago when 
it wan a common sight to see a farm 
wagon drawn by two horses would 
‘get stuck’ 
in the 
mud 
on Main 
Street," said Mr. M. ll. Phillips, 74 
years “young”, who has resided in 
this city for over 25 years. 
“On a 
day like this- with the ground soak­ 
ing w et the planters from the* Brazos 
bottom plantations used to be forced 
to unload their wagons, coming from 
Bryan with supplies- reload the stufi 
on mules and get it home mule-back, 
leaving their wagons axle-deep in the 
mud. 
The people of this day can hard­ 
ly appreciate what a blessing good 
gravel roads are," he said.

I believe. 
Y’ou can hardly find a far­ 
mer nowadays who has no automobile.
